The Sheriff of a county or borough is nominally the 
Returning Officer, but he acta through a deputy who 
MUST BE A SOLICITOR 

and who is appointed by the Sheriff each year. 

The Returning Officer has the sole condact of the 
election. He has the right to use the Board Schools 
on the day of election, and as soon as the nominations 
have taken place he causes polling booths to be extem- 
porised at the school houses or such other places as he 
may select. From one to six pues booths will be 
built at each centre. Each booth is in the churge of a 
Presiding Officer and one or two poll clerks. The 
Presiding Officer is allowed one clerk for every 500 
voters. The number on each register is usually between 
700 and 800, which enables bim to have the help of two 
assistants. For his day’s work the Presiding Officer 
may, by law, be paid £4 4s., and the clerks £1 11s. 6d. 
The remuneration usually given is £3 3s. and £1 18.

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Reading by Fish. light. 


Fish as a rule increase in weight and length every 
year up to their death. : 

There are several varieties of fish that cannot swim; 
they are deep sea dwellers, and crawl about the rocks, 
using their tails and fins as legs. 

Why fish are so slippery is accounted for in this way. 
The slimy dee rotects them from the attacks of 
fungus, a form o t life found in all places. If a fish 
is so injured that some spot is uncovered by slime the 
fuugus lodges there, and grows until in time it kills the 
fish. The slime helps also to increase the speed of the 
fish through the water. 

In order to capture a certain fish,a South American 
tribe whips the water with the wood of a tree which 
contains a substance having a narcotic influence on the 
fish, which are then readily caught. One South 
American fish, the anableps, a star-gazer, can see in air 
as well as water. Its eyes are divided into an upper 
and a lower portion, giving the effect of;two pupils in 
each eye, one suited for seeing in the air, and other 
for seeing in the water. The fish often swims at the 
surface, with its head sometimes above, sometimes 
below the water line. 

There is a wonderful fish in Alaska, which, when 
dried, is used as a candle. The Alaskan inserts the tail 
of the dried fish in a crack of his rough, wooden table, 
and lights its nose. The fish burns with a bright and 
steady flame of about three candle power, giving a clear, 
white light and considerable heat. A fairly large fish 
will burn ubout three hours. The fish is very fat, and 
its vertebrx are formed largely of phosphorus; thus the 
fat is the tallow and the vertebra the wick of this 
curious candle. If necessary it can be eaten afterwards, 
being nicely smoked.
